Motions have lately been made in both Houfes 
of Parliament to addref$ his majefty in favour of 
negociating a PEACE with FRANCE—12 only 
of the houie cf Lords were in favour of the-ad- 
drefs, and 75 in the houfe of Commons.—Lord 
Guilford made the motion in the upper, and Mr. 
Wilberforce, in the lower houtle. 





Lonpon, January 2. 

Some of the letters brought by the Dutch mails 
which arrived yefterday, itate, that the French 
have actually got pofleffion of Fort St. Andre and 
the Bommel Waert. At Amfterdam the contter- 
nation is extreme. ‘The deputies nominated by 
the States have left the Hague, but little fuccets 
is expected from their mifiion. On the Upper 
Rhine,* the feverity of the feafon has arrefted all 
military operations. The Dutch papers fay, that 
on the 15th inftant, a determination to purfue a 
winter campaign was announced in the Conven- 
tion, and that Carrier, with two others of the 
Revolutionary Committee of Nantz, were con- 
viéted on the 16th, and executed on the follow- 
ing day. 

The Leyden Gazette confirms the report that 
Carrier, Penard, and Grandmaifon were fenten- 
ced on the 16th, and executed 6n the 17th ult. 

Jan. 3.—Every hope of peace, if we may cre- 
dit accounts from the continent, which were faid 
to have been received late on Thurfday night, is 
now vanifhed. Private advices are faid to have 
been fent from Utrecht, dated the 27th ult. which 
ftate, with much confidence, that the French, 
availing themfelves of the uncommon rigour of 
the feafon, have recommenced ‘holtilities, and on 
Chriftmas day crofled the Maefe, which was fro- 
zen over, at Bommel, and entirely poflefled 
themfelves of that country. . The next day it is 
alfo faid, 18 or 20,000 of them pafled the Waal 
near Bommel. In what numbers they have crof- 
fed that river in other places, is not known; but 
it is faid to be certain that they have pafled it in 
other places. The regiment of Hohenloe, and 
the regiment of grenadiers of Bentick, both in 
Dutch pay, are made prifoners. Some other re- 
giments of the allies laid down their arms. The 
confternation which this has occafioned in Hol- 
land, is not to be defcribed, as, fhould the frott 
continue, there is no impediment to their march- 
ing to Amiterdam.
